Five big terminals, for tiie ex clusive 
use of th e th ousands of weary immi­ 
grants let th rough th e bars at Ellis Is­ 
land every day . are to be built by th e 
five big railway companies and th eir 
dependent sy stems doing business with 
th e government, say s th e New York 
Tribune. Th is announcement was made 
a few' day s ago after a series of pro­ 
tracted conferences between th e repre­ 
sentatives of th e railroads and th e 
new commissioner of immigration, Rob­ 
ert Wateh orn. 
Th e erection of such 
structures will mark a h umane reform 
in th» * h andling of th e immigrant th at 
will, it is h oped,protect ih e ignorant for­ 
eigner from th e swarm of th ieves and 
confidence men th at prey on th e unsus: 
peeling newcomer now. 
It Is In line 
with 
th e straigh tforward 
policy 
of 
Commissioner Wateh orn, wh o th e m o 
mont h e got ou th e island determine« :! 
th at th ere sh ould be some h umane re­ 
forms made for tiie benefit of tiie im­ 
migrant. 
Th e erection of au immigrant termi­ 
nal was one of th e reforms planned to 
be ex ecuted as goou as possible. Mean­ 
wh ile a dozen or more minor reforms, 
directly affecting th e treatment and in­ 
spection of th e immigrants on th e is­ 
land, were made, in ail of wh ich th e 
commissioner was supported by Com­ 
missioner General Sargent aud th rough 
h im by th e president h imself, wh o h as 
applied th e “sq uare deal” rule to th e 
men, women aud ch ildren wh o flock to 
th ese sh ores from ev« » ry corner of th e 
globe. 
At first Urn commissioner h ad intend­ 
ed to build a terminal on th e south ­ 
eastern end of Ellis island, with tracks 
on trestlework connecting « lirectly with 
th e main sy stems of all th e roads going 
out of Jersey City .

as it were, was to h ave in th e palms 
of h is two h ands th e care and respon­ 
sibility of til« * immigrant from th e mo­ 
ment h e pass« *« ! th e inspectors until h e 
lauded among h is friends. 
A terminal 
ou th e island would h ave given h im 
th is complete grasp ami responsibility , 
but tbe roads h aving a fix ed agree­ 
ment with th e government to carry 
immigrants from New York to th eir 
destination offered a reasonable com­ 
promise. th e erection of separate im­ 
migrant terminals by each road carry ­ 
ing immigrants. 
“Th e representatives presented rea­ 
sonable objections to a general termi­ 
nal,” Commissioner Wateh orn told a 
reporter, “and agree« ! to erect terminal 
stations for th e ex clusive use of th e 
Immigrant. Th at’s just wh at we w ant­ 
ed. If th ey do th is—-and th ey h ave giv­ 
en me th eir word th at th ey will—th e 
Immigrants will be away from th e 
h ands of th e land sh ark aud reach 
th « *ir destination with sound bodies 
and purses,” 
Under th e present sy stem complaints 
reach th e commissioner’s office of th e 
long delay of immigrants in reach ing 
th eir destination. Not infreq uently th e 
unsuspecting aliens fall into th e h ands 
of th ieves and confidence men aftor 
th ey leave th e island or are form l to 
stay in lotigiug h ouses h aunted by th e 
lowest criminals because of th e few­ 
ness of immigrant trains. 
Several h u­ 
mane reforms h ave already been made, 
but Commissioner Wateh orn will not 
be satisfied until th e immigration au­ 
th orities at New' York h ave full control 
of th e situation from th e moment th e 
Immigrant is turned over to th e trans­ 
porting road until h e reach es h is des­ 
tination.

Th e Baltimore and Oh io, with 
its branch s/stem s th rough th e h ard 
coal territory , carries th ousands into 
th at region, and for nil of tiie roads in­ 
terested th e carry ing of th e immigrant 
is a profitable business. 
Th e Baltimore and Oh io, th e Lacka­ 
wanna and th e New Jersey Central will 
build th eir terminals on th e Jersey side 
of th e bay . 
Th e Pennsy lvania com­ 
pany h as revised th e plans for its big 
terminal on th e upper west side of 
Manh attan to allow a large space for 
a separate immigrant station connect­ 
ing directly with tracks over wh ich 
only th e immigrant trains will run out. 
Th ere are to be several more trains put 
on and a ch ange of sch edule made by 
all th e roads w'h en th e new' terminals 
are constructed.
